Sanitation Plays 
Important Part 


Despite 
Progress Already 
Made There Is Room for 
Improvement. 


( P re p a re d by the U nited S tate* D e p artm en t 
of A gricu ltu re.) 
Though the influence of sanitary 
surroundings in preventing disease is 
widely recognized, the very direct part 
it plays is illustrated Tdrnost daily in 
federal veterinary activities. 
One of 
the most important lines of this work 
is the eradication of tuberculosis from 
live stock, 
Owing to the systematic 
manner in which the testing is con­ 
ducted, together with retests of infect­ 
ed herds, definite records now take 
the place of casual observations. 
In one herd tested annually for a 
period of three years, each test dis­ 
closed at least two tuberculous ani­ 
mals. 
The premises and stable were 
in such condition that thorough disin­ 
fection was virtually impossible, and 
I rather than improve conditions tile 
owner finally quit the dairy business. 
In contrast to this 
scores of cases in which Infected 
herds, kept In sanitary barns, are soon 
freed of tuberculosis and kept so for 
long periods.

“We need more business judgment 
in planning our church 
programs,” 
remarked Dr. Lamb. “We must build 
a system for God as a man builds his 
business.

ties. This withdrawal of memberships 
weakens the rural church, the speaker 
explained, and with its abandonment 
the former members who have Failed 
to affiliate with the town churches are 
left outside the church.

rect hit. 
Driving the nail wa s the usua l means 
of testing the ma rksma nship of a man 
on the border. 
To do this an ordinary 
nail wa s hammered into a tree for 
a bout two-thirds its length. 
The dis­ 
tance w a s genera lly set at forty pa ces 
or 120 feet. 
Powder for the charge 
wa s poured into the hand, a s much a s 
would cover a ball being considered 
about the right amount for any dis­ 
tance under one hundred y ards. 
The 
barrel of the wea pon w a s well cleaned 
and the ball, pla ced in a grea sed linen 
patch, sent home with vigorous strokes 
>f a stout hickory “ wiping stick.” Pro­ 
vident borderers generally carried two 
willing sticks in ca se of emergency . 
A 
fa ir shot 
wa s one that struck 
a longside 
the nail, a good shot one 
that bent it, but the man who hit the 
nail plumb center wa s considered an 
ex cellent marksma n. 
Not infrequently 
two or three nails would he needed be­ 
fore ha lf a dozen men ea ch had one 
shot a piece. 
The winners, a fter the 
indifferent shooters had been elimin­ 
ated, then tried out for high place. 
hi the ea rly thirties, shooting for 
beef w a s a popular pa stime. 
These 
particular shooting bees were held in 
la te summer when the cattle were fat 
and the ma rksmen would get the most 
for their money . 
The usual procedure wa s for some 
man who owned ca ttle and wished to 
dispose of a beef at a fair price to a d­ 
vertise that on such-and-such a day a 
beef would he shot for. 
When 
the 
appointed 
day 
came 
around all of the ma rksmen In the 
neighborhood ga thered at the designa t­ 
ed spot and a subscription paper wa s 
pa ssed around sta ting tha t "Mr. So 
and So offers a beef worth twenty 
dollars to be shot for, at twenty -five 
cents a shot.” 
Then ea ch person pres­ 
ent who desired to compete would put 
down the a mount of shots he desired. 
Each man had bis own target marked 
with a cross in the center a s a bull's 
ey e. 
The winning shot won the hide and 
ta llow which wa s considered the first 
choice. 
T he 
nex t 
highest 
got 
his 
choice of the two hind qua rters. 
The 
third took the rema ining hind quarter. 
The fourth took first choice of the 
front quarters, the fifth the remaining 
quarter. 
T he six th man, not having 
any beef to choose from, wa s allowed 
all of the lea d In the tree aga inst 
which the ta rgets had been placed. 
Occa siona lly 
som e good 
shot would 
win nearly the entire beef. 
In spea king of these beef-shooting 
ma tches it 
might be of Interest to 
sta te that there wa s a story current 
on the Ohio in the early da y s regard­ 
ing 
the fa m ous— or 
Infa mous— boa t­ 
man. Mike Fink, who, beca use of his 
rema rka ble 
ability 
with 
a 
squirrel 
rifle wa s genera lly barred from such 
affairs, being credited the best shot or 
“ hang-all” in the country . 
However, Mike didn’t let the matter 
rest with his ex clusion. 
His price for 
keeping out of beef shooting wa s the 
“ fifth quarter,” as the hide and tallow 
wa s called, in other words the first 
prize, which in turn he generally dis­ 
posed of to the nea rest tavern keeper 
for a gallon of fiery “ Monongahela* 
whisky , his favorite.
